Although I can appreciate the desire of instructors to constantly keep 
up with the latest information in their various fields, one look at 
the SIC vault area indicates to me that there is a mass of material 
constantly coming to the School which is seldom, if ever, used — other 
than possibly to be read upon its arrival. It seems equally clear 
that there are within a number of the areas of the Agency a great many 
people specializing in, maintaining files on, and producing both work 
drafts and finished documents on every field which SIC instructors 
consider their required area of knowledge. Although several possibilities 
come to mind as to how to reduce this apparent duplication of effort, I 
am aware that some have been tried without success and that others are 
vehemently objected to by the instructor personnel. At the moment, 
therefore, I have no suggested solution as to how we can reduce the 
requirements which the School presently has for such disseminated material.
